Thé Bill ' to ^f^SSmed by. the 
C.C.F. Club acting as government 
reads as follows: ' . 

WHEREAS the monopolistic steel 
Industry in Canada has - failed - to 
keep pace, wit/i the industrial needs 
of Canada, so that Canada . is de- 
pendent mainly on the U.S. for 
essential iron and steel supplies, 
not withstanding the existence of 
iron ore and other resources fully 
adequate for all Canadian needs, 
and 

AVHEREAS it is in the best inter- 
est o^the Canadian people tliat the 
public, rather than monopolistic in- 
terests 'own and control industries 
so basic, and essential to the eco- 



steel. . , •■'■:"-K^!'î^*^ 
THEREFORE be It enacted': à. 
That the primary iron and steel 
industries I.e. Stclco, Dosco, Algoma 
Steel Corp. and all subsidiary com- 
p.inics be nationalized. > 

b. That a commission be appoint- 
ed to determine the actiial value 
of fixed assets (land, machinery, 
plant, stock and warehouse.) 

c. That the present owners of 
said company shall be paid In ac- 
cordance with the values deter* 
mined by said commission minus, 
undue depreciation allowances and 
crown subsidies granted by* Her 
Majesty's government' in the past 
period. ■ ■ ' .

Professor J. S. Marshall, of the 
department of Physics, has fo^ned 
"Stormy Weather" Research 
group to 8,tu(|^' the mechanics of 
precipitation, or, commonly, what 
makes rain fall. Until the last de- 
cade, cloud physicists, were mainly 
concerned with the yisuul study of 
clouds, and cloudSfonnatibns. Dur- 
ing the war use was made^iof "radar 
storm detection" in the dirèction 
of alrploncs and in the avoidance 
of severe storms, Dr. Marshall de- 
cided to maice use of this iii- inves' 
tigatlng the. properties of precipi- 

Tlie^iln w^^^^^^^^^prin 
ciple of radar reflection. A narrow 
beam is projected straight upward 
an(] is only reflected w^cn it comes 
into contact wltii .a foreign body- 
in theiè cxperiment*T-raln or snow 
pellets. The reflected beam may be 
fecdrdéd on a cathodray oscillb 
graph and is then photographed. 

The object of the Stormy Weather 
Group is to study these photographs 



and to decide on. the regularities. 
It was discovered tjiat Montreal is 
a good i)lace to^ study 8rtôwfaU,'8inçc 
the.city gets' about llO'incties per 
year,' even' more than Ottawa or 
CJiufchiU. ^ 

The forecasters of McGIU do not, 
however, use this antenna as a basis 
for their reports. There is "another 
style of antenna located at Dorval 
Airport, which is of more use, since 
the Mount Royal blocks the beams 
of radar. Instead, of looking at the 
appi'Oaching storms as they come, 
at McGiU thé researchers watch the 
storms as they pass over the screen 

There are other ^ groups; all^lover 
the world that are interested in 
the same field of rcscardi: several 
in the United States, one each 'in 
Britain, Australia and South Africa. 
McGlll's Weather Group was one 
of the first to use radar as a re 
search too, and at present is aided 
by the United States Air Force and 
the Defence Research ' Board ' of 
Canada. 

There is also an exchange system 
between thé viHous groups of re- 
searchers. Dr. Marshall of McGlll 
in 1S51 Ikttended one held in Eng- 
land as well as in Belgium. Àt a 
meeting held recently the scientists 
discussed the new equipment that 
sees cloud as well as rain and snow.
